PAUL REVERE'S RIDE. 


Mrs. L. M. Cramer, in the Dearborn Independent, throws 


new light on the famous, ride of Paul Revere made famous 
by Longfellow's poem. 
While it does not detract from Re- 


vere's reputation, her account gives credit to others con- 
nected with the exploit to whom credit is due but who have 
been almost forgotten with the flight of time. 


As this writer's investigations prove, two others also rode 


that night, part of the time in company with Revere and it 
w«s one of ihese who carried the word to Concord, the final 
objective of all three while Revere was captured by the British 
and sent back to Boston before he completed his ride, a com- 
panion' escaping, however, and carrying word to Concord that 
the British were coming and paving the way for the running 
bailie that cost the British so' dearly the next day. 


According to Mrs. Cramer the first rider who started on 


the ride that night was William Dawes. 
He was joined later 


by Revere and as the two left Lexington after spreading the 
alarm they met Dr. Samuel Prescott 'who joined them on the 
ride towards Concord. Shortly afterwards the three were 
captured iby British officers but Dawes and Prescott escaped 
and reached Concord. 
Revere was not so fortunate and was 


forced to return to Boston. 


Other important characters in the stirring drama seldom 


mentioned in accounts of the momentous events of that day 
were Capts. Tom Barnard and John Pulling who at the risk 
of their lives spied on the British until they learned of their 


• plans and the route they would follow in leaving Boston. 


As had been arranged beforehand-they communicated this 
information to Robert Newman, sexton of Old North Church 
who- took a long chance on being shot or hanged by*the 
British 'by hanging two lanterns in the church tower to signal 
Revere to stait on his ride. 


The writer of this account states that a few years ago 


*a ix'ir'oik' society placed a marker at what was supposed to 


be ihe grave of Dawes but no one even knows where any of 
tno others except Revere are buried. 


Mrs. Cramer states that Longfellow's attention was called 


to the historical inaccuracies of his poem at the time it first 
appeared, but the poet replied that Paul Revere was a more 
poetical name than the others, and as the poem would be 
forgotten in a few years the others would get their share of 
credit anyway. 
However, the poem has outlived the histories 


of the day. 
Paul Revere's name has been heard in every 


land ,and many memorials to his memory are to be found in 
and around Boston. The public has accepted the poem as 
historically accurate, thus working a .great injustice on the 
others who'were entitled to share ,with Revere the honors of 
the exploit.

Fertilizer for Melons. 


G. C. GIB-BO'NS, 


Extension Agronomist 


Commercial fertilizers in 0-klaho- 


nia have not generally proven prof- 
itable where the annual rainfall 
falls be-low thirty-five inches. East 
of that line it would be generally 
profitable to use commercial fertil- 
izer under melons. 


In the common sandy soils and 


especially the coarse sands, a good 
complete trucking fertilizer such as 
one containing 8 percent phosphor- 
us, 2 1-2 percent nitrogen, 4 per- 
cent potash, or one containing 12 
percent phosphorus, 4 percent nitro- 
gen and 
4 percent potasfi should 


give profitable returns. The rate of 
application should be from 200 to 
300 pounds to the acre for profit- 
able results in most cases. The nit- 
rogen 
element 
stimulates vine 


growth, the phosphorus increases 
the fruiting and generally hastens 
maturity, while the potash content 
will add quality and firmness to 
the melon if potash is deficient iu 
the soil. 


It is doubtful whether commercial 


, fertilizers 
will ever prove profit- 


able as a general thing, west of the 


j line of thirty-five 
inch 
rainfall, 


i There will be seasons 
when 
the 


rainfall will be above the average 
an(l distributed fairly well for the 
season, when commercial fertilizer 
would become soluble to the plant 
and prove profitable and it is pos- 
sible in early spring plantings that 
it would do so under average con- 
ditions but there ft no evidence" in 
the past to warrant the general 
USP of commercial 
fertilizers 
in 


regions where rainfall is a limiting 
factor. 


-Of the single element fertilizers, 


acid phosphate should prove more 
profitable where' moisture conditions 
allow its use. 


Sweet Clover for Thin Soils. 
The Illinois Experiment Station 


has found that a good crop of sweet 
clover turned under contains as 
much organic matter as 12 tons of 
manure per acre, as much nitrogen 
as would be contained in 25 tons of 
manure per acre and as much phos- 
phate as would be contained In 200 
pounds of acid phosphate per acre. 
Sweet clover is without equal as a 
soil improver. In addition to adding 
so much fertility the 
deep 
roots 


promote good drainage. Sweet clov- 
er will grow on a thin, sweet in- 
oculrvtc soil, being a better forager 
than alfalfa.—'Farm Bureau Bulle- 
tin, Pittsfiel, 111. *
